warts. There is no magic in his cold 
little body to produce such an effect. 
He has but one means of defense a 


, milky, acrid fluid that he ejects thru 


I his smooth skin when frightened or 
d-sturbed. This fluid irritaUs. the 
mucous membrane and for ljj$? rea- 
son a 
dog that attempts 


toad will often show 
d 


1 hi.s worst enemies, owls 


, animals that habitually eat th'^,, 
are not annoyed by the secretion. 


The toad is a great eater. He con- 


sumes 
in 
twenty-four 
hours 
'an 


; amount of food equal to four times 
! the capacity of his stomach. ' Of this 
'at least 
three-fifths consists of ni- 


| sects that are harmful to vegetation. 
These 
include 
cutworms, 
army 


worms, house flies and rose-bugs. 


Gardeners are gradually 
learning 


that it is worth while to keep colo- 
nies of toads in their gardens. Eng- 
lish gardeners buy them by the hun- 
dred. The 
toad, however, has 
so 


strong a homing instinct that unless 
he !.s brought from a great distance, 


, ho ^will promptly hop 
back home 


when released. The carrier 
pigeon 


or fireside cat are not more wedded 
to their home than he. By raising 
toads, this difficulty is overcome, for 
the place where they leave thc water 
as toads 
is always home to them. 


There are records of toads 
having 


lived in one 
garden for twenty 
or 


thirty year.s, and :n one English gar- 
den the same toad resided for thirty- 
six years. 


So, if you find a toad in your gar- 


den, 
do not destroy or molest him. 


He is not only harmless, but helpful, 
and if your plants could speak they 
might tell you of his service to them. 
Look into his jewel-like mouth, and 
you will forg"t the rest of the ugly 
d'rt-rolorod body, whose color is the 
toad's 
best 
protection.—Irene
